INDUSTRIALIST LED 
COASTAL PROJECTS 


Was Former Automobile 
Magnate; Funeral Serv- 
ices Are Tentatively 
Set for Wednesday. 


Howard E. Coffin, the man re- 
sponsible for develupment of 
Georgia’s “Golden Isles” and na- 
tionally known industrialist, was 
found shot to death yesterday in 
the bedroom of his Sea Island 
apartment. He was 64. 

A single bullet from his hunt- 
ing rifle had pierced his head. The 
gun was found near’the body on 


the floor... 

Mr. Coffin had eaten a hearty 
breakfast in his room only a few 
minutes before the arrival of J. 
D. Compton, general. manager of 
the Sea Island Company, of which 
Mr. Coffin ‘was board chairman. 
Compton had called to discuss 
plans for a hunting trip the two 
contemplated. 

Servants in the Alfred Jones 
homes—in which the apartment is 
located—admitted Compton, in- 
forming him Mr. Coffin was 
awaiting his arrival. Compton 
found the body alone in the room 
about 10 o’clock. 

Mr.:* Coffin had been _ shot 
“square in the face,” Compton 
said. 

Accidental Death Seen. 

“It apparently was an accident 
which happened as Mr. Coffin 
prepared to clean or inspect his 
gun for our deer drive,” the man- 
ager said, “None of the servants 
remembered hearing any shot.” 

A coroner’s jury planned to in- 
vestigate the death but no time 
was set. Officers would not theo- 
rize as to circumstances surround- 
ing the f tal shooting. | 

Mrs. Coffin, the former Miss 
Gladys Baker, of Brunswick, and 
at one time a special writer for 
The Constitution, was in New York 
yesterday, as were Mr. and Mrs. 
Jones, nephew and niece of the 
former automobile magnate. Mrs. 
Coffin was en route to Sea Island 
last night. 

Developed Coast. 

Mr. Coffin is credited generally 
with developing the Georgia coast 
into a resort. He first became in- 
terested in Georgia islands about 
1908-09 when he, an automobile 
magnate, came to Savannah with 
other auto industry executives, to 
witness the old Savannah road 
races. Here on the shell roads 
with hairpin curves, automobiles 
of all makes would be tested for 
roadability in the gruelling races. 

Literally “falling in love” with 
the south Georgia coast, he made 
frequent trips there with fishing 

parties, and bought a portion of 
Sapelo Island. Later he purchased 
the entire island. Here he and 
his firet wife worked to restore 
the old places, but with her death 
about five years ago, he seeming- 
ly lost interest in the island and 
sold it to R. J. Reynolds Jr. Sa- 
pelo Island had been her hobby. 

In his island home Mr. Coffin 
entertained President Coolidge 
duing the Christmas holidays of 
1928. Later he also entertained 
President Hoover, who had con-

RIVERS’ CHIEFTAN 
DENIES RECEIPTS 
SALES TAX CERTAN 


Governor Is Expected To 
Outline Program at the 
Joint Session’ of Legis« 
lature This Morning. 


Expression by one state senator 
last night that a sales tax or a 
gross receipts tax is inevitable in 
Georgia brought quick dissent 
from an administration leader as 
legislators assembled here for the 


opening of the special session of 
the general assembly this morning. 

Senator Jeff Pope, of Grady 
county, said Governor Rivers’ plan 
to eliminate state and county ad 
valorem taxes would make a sales 
tax necessary, and added that any 
broadening of the state’s tax base 
would be likely to produce the 
same result. 

“It'll simmer duwn to one or the 
other,” he said in reference to the 
sales tax or gross receipts levy. 

Opposed by Spivey. 

Senaté President J. B. Spivey, 
however, said he is opposed to any 
gross receipts tax, and drew atten- 
tion to Governor Rivers’ oft- 
expressed opposition to a sales tax. 
He said, however, he believes the 
Governor “would accept” what- 
ever taxation measures are ap- 
proved by the legislature, even if 
they included a sales levy. 

Meanwhile the legislators await- 
ed Governor Rivers’ official call, 
which will outline his program for 
revision of the state’s tax system 
and set forth necessary measures 
to make effective homestead ex- 
emptions and classification of in- 
tangibles for taxation. 

The extra session will convene 
in the capitol at 10 a. m. and Gov- 
ernor Rivers is expected to de- 
liver his message in joint session 
at 11:30. It will be broadcast. 

Liquor Action Seen. 

Legislative leaders were reluc- 
tant last night to discuss probable 
action on liquor, but the concen- 
sus was that some licensing meas- 
ure would be proposed for appli- 
cation in those counties which 
voted wet last June. 

In a radio speech, Governor 
Rivers set forth two main require- 
ments in the revision of the pres- 
ent tax system. These are: 

1. A guarantee to the people 
that a part of the present tax bur- 
den will be eliminated or shifted 
if too heavy. 

2. Determination what govern- 
mental service will be rendered 
with the tax money produced by 
revisions. 
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Georgia Ranks With Lowest 


In Dixie on Tax Collections 


1936 Receipts Fell Below Those of All Its Southern 
Neighbors; State Still Near Bottom Despite Increases 
Effected by General Assembly. 


Georgia, largest in’ area of the 


southerngsstates and second largest 
in population, last year received 
from its taxpayers far less than 
any of its neighboring states and 
despite increases effected by the 
general assembly during its regu- 
lar session still ranks with the 
lowest. 

The state last year received and 
spent only $38,800,000. North 
Carolina, largest southern state in 
population, received and _ spent 
$88,900,000. Other states spent 
sums in between, most of them be- 
ing closer to North Carolina’s high 
figure than to Georgia’s low total. 


Most of the states acquired large 
slices of their revenue from sources 
of taxation which Georgia does 
not tax. Georgia taps few sources 
other states do not have. In most 
instances, the levies in this state 
prove to have been, and still are, 
lower than those fixed in our oth- 
er southern states. Yet Georgia, 
for the most part, has been per- 
forming the same services as the 
other states and in some instances, 
notably now in social security 
benefits, it is qutstripping or at- 
tempting to outstrip them. 

No Sales Tax. 

Georgia is the only state in the 
south without either a sales tax 
or legalized liquor and its conse- 
Guent income. The people twice 
have voted down liquor. It ap- 
pears certain that some sporadic 
attempt will be made to legalize 
and tax it during the coming ses- 
sion. Talk of a sales tax always 
has created a furore in Georgia’ 
but, like liquor, it is known that 
sales tax advocates will make some 
effort to institute a sales tax. Ef- 
forts also are to be made to es- 


ptablish in Georgia a gross re- 
ceipts tax, something new to the 
south in that it now is in effect 
only in Florida, but whose backers 
insist it will not only supply Geor- 
gia’s need for cash but likewise 
will help to provide a more equi- 
— distribution of the tax bur- 
en 

In this, the final of a series of 
articles, picturing Georgia’s tax 
situation in comparison with those 
of the other southern § states, it 
might be well to dwell on the 
Georgia situation as it is today, 
although official and complete au- 
dit figures are available only for 
the last fiscal year. 

State Auditor Tom Wisdom’s an- 
nual report for the last fiscal year 
shows Georgia received a total of 
$34,800,000. ' 

Since that audit was complet- 
ed the general assembly has pro- 
vided some additional revenue to 
support expanded and new serv- 
ices of the state to its people. The 
net income tax, which last year 
brought in $2,500,000, has been in- 
creased to a point where it is 
hoped the yield next year, from 
1937 incomes, will be around, $5,- 
000,000. The ad valorem lew has 
been restored to 5 mills, bringing 
in an additional $2,000,000 from 
this source, which is expected to 
‘be offset by a legislative act car- 
rying out the provisions of an ov- 
erwhelmingly approved constitu- 
tional amendment providing up to 
$2,000 in exemptions on owner- 
occupied homes and farms. These 
exemptions are to prevail onlyrin 
the case of state, county and school 
district taxes. Beer taxes havé 
been increased and a wine tax

FARM BILL READY 
FOR SENATE TODAY 


Committee Divides Regu- 
latory Authority Be- 
tween Farmers and U.S. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—(P)— 
The senate agriculture committee 
answered President Roosevelt’s 
call for permanent crop control 
legislation late tonight with a bill 
dividing regulatory authority be- 
tween farmers and the federal 
government, 

After two days of almost con- 
tinuous sessions, the committee 
adopted a part compulsory and 
part voluntary program designed 
to stabilize farm prices and as- 
sure consumers constant supplies 
at fair cost. 

No. 1 Item. 

Chairman Smith, Democrat, 
South Carolina, said it was plan- 
ned to report the measure to the 
senate Monday, giving congress a 
chance to go to work on the ad- 
ministration’s number one item of 
the special session. 

Leaders planned to take up the 
bill Tuesday, putting it ahead of 
anti-lynching legislation and shut- 
ting off debate on tax revision— 
two subjects which threatened to 
wreck their schedule. 

Broadly the senate bill pro- 
vided for regulation of acreage 
and markéting, an “ever normal” 
granary, soil conservation, crop 
loans and parity payments design- 
ed to give farmers a “fair share” 
of the national income. 

In the latter connection, the 
bill provided for blanket authori- 
zation of whatever sum of money 
might be found sufficient to carry 
out the program of parity pay- 
—T on wheat and corn and cot- 
on. 

(Parity is reached when farm- 
ers received a price for their pro- 
duce that is equivalent in pUrchas- 
ing power to the price received in 
1909-1914.) 

Bolts Edict. 

In adopting the authorization the 
committeed bolted an administra- 
tion edict that additional farm 
benefits be met by new revenue 
or held within limitations of the 
$500,000,000 appropriation for soil 
conservation. 

Senator Thomas, Democrat, 
Oklahoma, told reporters of the 
revolt shortly after AAA officials 
had told the committeemen that 
President Roosevelt expected the 
cost of legislation to be held with-

19-Degree Weather Reg- 
istered Here as Temper- 
ature Hits New Lows. 


Candler field temperatures: 
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Clear skies and chill winds com- 
bined last night to push the mer- 
cury to new lows for the season 
throughout the south and along 
the eastern seaboard. 

The lowest in Atlanta yesterday 
morning was 19 degrees. 


The Candler field weather sta- 
tion says the mercury will drop 
one degree lower this morning—to 
18 degrees—but promised warmer 
weather later in the day. 

Freezing temperatures reached 
as far south as central Florida. 
Coastal cities suffered less severe- 
ly, with minimums of 30 degrees 
in Charleston, 34 in Jacksonville, 
and 30 in Savannah being record- 
ed yesterday. 

The temperatures in New Eng- 
land plummetted to the low 20’s, 
covering highways with ice. High 
tides along the coast inundated 
homes and flooded roads. 

Snowfiakes, the season’s first, 
fell here Saturday, but were in 
insufficient quantity to make an 
impression on the city’s streets or 
even the house tops. They dis- 
appeared as quickly as they fell.

Mother Grief-Stricken. 

Neighbors notified the Therrells 
immediately. 

Mrs. Therrell, daughter of the 
dead woman and mother of the 
child, was placed under care of a 
physician. 

Cause of the fire was undeter- 
mined. Damage to the house was 
estimated by Captain H. A. Gil- 
bert, of the Buckhead fire depart- 
ment, at approximately $1,000. 

Firemen said Mrs. Anderson and 
her grandchild apparently were in 
an upstairs bedroom when they 


gained considerable headway. 

In fleeing from the room, Mrs. 
Anderson evidently slipped and 
was knocked unconscious, the fire 
captain said. The child was found 
in her arms. They were suffocated 
in the heavy smoke and then the 
flames caught the clothing, he 
theorized. 

Widely Known. 

Mrs. Anderson was the former 
Miss Venita Tate and was known 
widely in Atlanta and Georgia so- 
ciety. She is survived by her hus- 
band and two daughters, Mrs, 
Therrell and Miss Alexandria An< 
derson. 

Little Jimmy was the only son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Therrell.

Howard Coffin Found Shot to Death 
In His Apartment at Sea Island 


64-Year-Old Industrialist and Capitalist Was Leader in 
Developing Coast of Georgia; Native of Ohio, Finan- 
cier Was Former Automobile Magnate.

sidered seriously appointing him 
secretary of the interior. 

Nearby in Camden county, Mr. 
Coffin established a huge hunt- 
ing and game reserve. 

Seeing possibilities of the Geor- 
gia coast as a resort, he organized 
the Sea Island Company which 
purchased land on Sea Island and 
St. Simons in October, 1926, and 
the first work began January l, 
1927, and the Cloister hotel was 
opened in October of the same 
year. 

One of the nation’s leading capi- 
talists, Mr. Coffin was chairman of 
the board of the Southeastern Cot- 
tons, Inc., an organization of tex- 
tile mills controlling the largest 
production of cotton fabrics in the 
world. He, as chairman of the 
board, headed the Sea Island Com- 
pany which operates the Cloister 
hotel and is developing the coast- 
al resort. At one time he was 
vice president of the Hudson Mo- 
tor Company. 

Public Spirited. 


Mr. Coffin was regarded as one 
of the most public spirited of men. 
He established the first motor bus 
line between Savannah and Jack- 
sonville, rehabilitated the oyster 
industry on the coast, built the 
first electric power plant on St. 
Simon Island and installed the 
first telephones. In addition, he 
personally paid for the construc- 
tion of many of the roads on the 
island. 

He loved the islands and the 
Georgia coast and though his busi- 
ness in recent years kept him away 
much of the time, he never missed 
an opportunity to return, even if 
just for a short stay. 

Born in Ohio. 

Born in Milton, Ohio, September 
6, 1873, Mr. Coffin attended the 
University of Michigan and en- 
tered the automobile field soon 
after leaving school. In this field 
he achieved fame as a pioneering 
engineer and executive, 

From 1896 to 1900, he was in 
the federal civil service but in the. 
latter year entered the infant au- 
tomobile industry, joining the Olds 
Motor Company, of Lansing, Mich. 
He was made experimental de- 
partment chief in 1902 and chief 
engineer in 1905. 

The E. R. Thomas Detroit Com- 
pany claimed his services the fol- 
lowing year as vice president and 
consulting engineer. In 1908 he 
took a.similar post with the De- 
troit Chalmers Company, leaving 
them in 1910 to join the Hudson 
Motor Company. He held the 
position of vice president and con-

sulting engineer until 1930. From 
1925 to 1928 he was also president 
of National Air Transport, *Inc., 
and from 1928 to 1930 was chair- 
man of its board. 


Served Government, 


The government first claimed 
his experience as‘an outstanding 
industrial engineer in 1915 when 
he was appointed to the Naval 
Consulting Board of the United 
States as chairman of the commit- 
tee on industrial preparedness, 


In 1916, he was named to the 
advisory committee of the council 
for national defense and was ac- 
tive with this group until 1919, 
spending much time abroad. Soon 
after his return to America, he 
was sent again to Europe as a 
member of the American Aviation 
Mission to study foreign aviation. 
Mr. TZoffin was president of the 
Society of Automobile Engineers 
in 1910 and in 1913 headed the 
National Aeronautical Association. 
He was a member of the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers, 
the Detroit Engineering Society 
and several social organizations. 
In 1907, he married Miss Ma- 
tilda V. Allen, of Battle Creek, 
Mich. She died in 1932 and Mr. 
Coffin married Miss Barker last 
June in New York. 

The present Mrs. Coffin resided 
in Brunswick until she was 14, 
then moved to Jacksonville with 
her family. She later resided in 
Birmingham, New York and Eu- 
rope, where she served as corre- 
spondent for a news syndicate. 
Funeral services were tentative- 
ly set for Wednesday at Sea Island 
Beach, with burial at Frederica 
cemetery on St. Simon’s Island.

in the usual $500,000,000 appro- 
priation for soil conservation. 
A majority of the committee 
members insisted that the program 
could not be carried out within 
that limitation and voted the au- 
thorization in the hope that the 
house would originate the neces- 
sary revenue. Some estimated that 
the price adjustment payments 
normally would exceed the regu- 
lar appropriation by approximate- 
ly $150,000,000. 
Bill Approved. 

The committee approved in 
principle tonight a general farm 
bill designed to control crop sur- 
pluses, conserve soil resources, 
guarantee farmers a “fair share” 
of the national income and pro- 
tect consumer markets, 
Chairman Smith, Democrat, 
South Carolina, called an extra 
night session to adopt a draft for 
introduction in the senate prob- 
ably on Tuesday. Administration 
leaders promised immediate con- 
sideration, A number of commit- 
tee members, however, expressed 
doubt that the measure could be 
reported out by that time. 
House farm leaders expected to 
write with few exceptions a com- 
panion bill the first of the week. 
While a number of important 
points were still in controversy it 
was virtually agreed the senate bill 
would provide price adjustment 
payments on major commodities, 
establish an ever-normal granary 
for wheat, corn and possibly rice, 
and regulate production through 
acreage and marketing quotas. 
The granary would be carried 
out for cotton and tobacco in the 
form of loans for storing sur- 
pluses. The purpose would be to 
reduce supplies in a glutted mar- 
ket and hold them for release at 
“fair prices” in lean years. 

Adjustment Payments. 

The bill contemplates additional 
federal appropriations for adjust- 
ment payments. Producers would 
be entitled to the payments in re- 
turn for voluntarily co-operating 
with the federal acreage control 
program. 

Adjustment payments would be 
in addition to soil conservation 
benefits and possibly total $150,- 
000,000 more than the _ regular 
$500,000,000 conservation appro- 
priation. Final decision had not 
been reached on this point. 

Voluntary acreage contracts 
were adopted for wheat and corn 
farmers in return for federal sub- 
sidies, and provision made for 
marketing quotas by farmer ref- 
erenda in years of excess produc- 
tion. 

Conservation Contracts. 

As now provided, wheat and 
corn farmers will be offered con- 
tracts to carry on soil conserva- 
tion, but with the added stipula- 
tion that they co-operate with the 
ever-normal granary system—the 
storage of crops in good years for 
use when crops are short. In re- 
turn they will receive benefit pay- 
ments and be eligible for com- 
modity loans. 

Their contracts will call for 
compliance with marketing quotas, 
in time of surplus _ production, 
whenever two-thirds of the. pro- 
ducers approve such quotas by ref- 
erendum. Quotas would be put 
to a vote when the total supply of 
@ product exceeded the normal 
supply by 10 per cent. 

The senate committee voted, 
over opposition from the Agricul- 
ture Department, to continue “soil 
conservation” benefits to wheat 
and corn producers on the basis 
of acres taken out of production. 
It decided, however, to pay cot- 
ton, tobacco and rice farmers on 
the basis of acres in production 
after tilled acreage is reduced by 
required amounts.

BRUSSELS PARLEY 
USSOLVES TODAY 


Delegates Virtually Admit 
Complete Failure of 
Far East Task. 


BRUSSELS, Nov. 21.—(A)— 
Delegates to the Brussels confer- 
ence seeking peace in the Orient 
virtually admitted tonight that 
none of the nations represented 
was in a pogition to take effec- 
tive action to halt the Chinese- 
Japanese war. 


The conference was called to 
meet again tomorrow in what was 
expected to be its final session. 


Despite a‘dramatic, eleventh- 
hour effort by Dr. V. K. Welling- 
ton -Koo, the Chinese delegate, to 
salvage some kind of aid for 
China, delegates of various coun- 
tries were doubtful anything 
could be done.

“THE LEGISLATURE’S TASK 

The Georgia general assembly will convene 
in special session today. It is called for a 
primary purpose vitally important to the future 
of the state. 

The state’s antiquated tax structure must be 
modernized—a task calling for exhaustive 
study, unselfish understanding and far-seeing 
intelligence. 

Fortunately for Georgia, this crisis in her 
affairs has come at a time when her legislative 
body is c6Omposed of an exceptionally able and 
patriotic group of leaders, thoroughly aware of 
their responsibility and wholeheartedly deter- 
mined to And a solution for the good of the 
entire state. 

In yesterday’s Constitution was published 
the concluding article in a series showing the 
tax systems in force in the best-governed states 
of the southeast and comparing these states and 
their fiscal affairs with Georgia. 

In today’s issue is a final summarization, in 
tabular form, of the taxes collected by these 
states and the comparative figures for Georgia. 
The information thus analyzed and presented 
in easily assimilated form, is an invaluable con- 
tribution to the solution of Georgia’s tax prob- 
lem. These articles and today’s analytical table 
should be read, studied and retained, not only 
by every member of the general assembly, but 
by every person who is interested in this prob- 
lem, most vital to the future progress of the 
state. 

The tax problem involves much more than 
the dollars and cents exactions, as important 
as these are. ; 

The turning point in the economic develop- 
ment and history of the state has been reached, 
and the action of the Governor and general as- 
sembly will determine whether the state will 
continue to be classed as among the six most 
backward and ruinous states in its method of 
taxation, or whether it may hereafter be classed 
ameng those states which have adapted their 
system to encourage and permit agricultural, 
industrial and financial development, and once 
again, with truth, be recognized and hailed as 
the “Empire State of the South.” 

By the removal of many former Georgia 
citizens to other states and the accompanying 
decrease in property values, it is estimated that 
this state has lost within the last few years 
more than $150,000,000 of capital that, except 
for inequalities of our tax system, would have 
remained in Georgia. The serious nature of 
this loss is illustrated by the fact that the en- 
tire capital and surplus of the combined state 
and national banks of Georgia are less than 
$100,000,000. This estimate of capital loss to 
the state does not include the loss that has 
“been incurred by ‘the removal of industrial 
headquarters to other states, nor the failure of 
national concerns to establish regional head- 
quarters here, 

Every element of the community and the 
state is vitally affected by this situation. The 
state itself fails to get the current annual taxes 
as well as the substantial estate taxes from 
the flight of this capital. The spending power 
from its income no longer contributes to the 
volume of the local merchant, to the increase 
in employment, or to constructive activities 
within this state. 

Perhaps the greatest loss is in the case of 
prosperous and well-managed businesses which, 
except for our tax system, would have regional 


or national headquarters here, and thereby fur- — 


nish an opportunity for employment and ad 
yancement, of capable and ambitious young 
Georgians, both men and women. 

Except for its seriousness, Georgia’s present 
paradoxical situation would be amusing. We 
find our chambers of commerce spending their 
efforts and money to attract new capital and 
industry to: Georgia by advertising and pre- 
senting our many natural advantages; then, 
when the interested prospect, with the view of 
settling here, consults his tax expert and law- 
yer, their advice nullifies the efforts of our 
civic organizations because the tax threat more 
‘than ‘offsets our natural advantages. 


Georgia’s constitution on one hand permits | 


impose such inequitablé levies upon sound and 
prosperous businesses that such businesses 
either restrict the amount of their activities 
and volume of business within the state to the 
minimum, or locate in another state. 

A system that beckons the weak and un- 
successful business to “come” and says to the 
successful and strong.business, “go,” calls for 
fundamental change and remedy. Such a sys- 
tem certainly is not designed either to raise 
revenue or to contribute to the general pros- 
perity of the state. 

Not only must the tax system be revised in 
the cause of justice, and to aid the progress of 
the state, but it is essential that the revenue of 
the state be substantially increased. The pro- 
gram of the Rivers administration, overwhelm- 
ingly indorsed by the voters, calls for increased 
appropriations in the cause of education and 
the operation of a new. conception of social wel- 
fare. It is estimated that this expansion of the 
state’s service will require at least $8,000,000 
added annual revenue. 

These increased expenditures having been 
already authorized by a vote of the people, the 
legislature will be placed in an untenabl@ and 
illogical position now to refuse to raise the 
funds to meet these new obligations. 

Even if no additional revenue were required, 
the economic development of the state neces- 
sitates the complete renovation of our tax sys- 
tem; but, with the absolute need for these vast 
additional sums to meet increased appropria- 
tions, nothing short of going to the roots of 
the problem will suffice. The only alternative 
is to jeopardize the state’s honor and stifle its 
economic development. 

Fortunately for the people of the state, the 
members of this legislature are men of un- 
usually high standing and character. They 
represent the best citizenship from every walk 
of life in all the communities of Georgia. No 
one will doubt either their patriotism or their 
intelligence. Every indication points todhe fact 
that they are fully alive to the gravity of the 
problem and the consequences to the state of 
ill-considered and ill-advised action, and that 
without acting hastily they will seek to find a 
sound and equitable solution. 

The study that has been given to the ques- 
tion by the Governor and various members of 
the legislature in advance of the date of the 
special session offers much hope for a satis- 
factory solution. 


A WARNING REITERATED 


Secretary of Agriculture Henry A. Wallace, in 
his annual report to President Roosevelt, refers 
to the rapid expansion of pulp and paper mill 
interests in the southeast and voices a strong 
warning against wasteful cutting of timber. 


“If wasteful cutting continues, without pro- 
visions for regrowth, the south’s forest indus- 
tries may disappear as did those of the lake 
States region,” says Secretary Wallace, 


There is no greater tragedy in the history 
of America than the senseless and unnecessary 
ravishing of the timberlands of the lakes re- 
gion. To that orgy of destruction is due, in 
large part, the repeated flood disasters which 
have wreaked havoc through the Mississippi 
valley, and the erosion of soil which has created 
the sacrificed dust bowl of the midwest. 


_ States of the southeast should take prompt 
steps to prevent a similar criminal rape of 
their forests, probably their greatest natural 
source of wealth. Laws to prevent “clear cut- 
ting” of timberlands and rigidly to compel re- 
forestation of areas already cut, as well as 
proper harvesting of the timber now standing, 
must be enacted. 


If the coming of the pulp and paper indus- 
try to Georgia and other southeastern states, 
now s0 gladly acclaimed, is to result in denud- 
ing the land of timber, it would be better far 
if the pulp value of southern pine had never 
been demonstrated. 


The tragic example of the lakes region is 
stern warning. If the southeast does not heed 
that warning and promptly erect efficient safe- 
guards, this region faces a disaster in the fu- 
ture beside which the woes of the cotton pro- 
ducer will be as the childish troubles of a 
crawling infant.

Editorial of the Day __| 


A BOSTON PLAN SPREADS 
(From the Boston Herald.) 


The Boston pretrial plan for simplifying court 
procedure and accelerating justice is spreading 
over the entire Unitéd States. The plan orig- 
inated with Circuit Judge Joseph A. Moynihan, of 
Detroit, and was brought here after investigation 
by Justice Louis S. Cox and Executive Clerk Phin- 
ney, of the superior court. Boston proved the 
workability of the plan and publicized it. 

Put into eff for Suffolk county on Sep- 
tember 1, 1935, it was extended the next year 
to Essex county. Then the judicial council of 
New York, after observation here, recommended 
its adoption for the cities of that state. Los An- 
geles followed, and the Texas Bar Association 
unanimously approved the practice. Now the 
Supreme court of the United States is expected 
within a few months to approye it for the dis- 
trict courts of the nation. 

_ The plan is simplicity itself. Within a fort- 
night of the date assigned for a trial, the parties 
appear before a judge, who explores the possi- 
bility of a settlement without trial. If trial is 
unavoidable, the judge seeks to. determine the 
actual triable issue and to obtain agreement as 
to facts and witnesses. Many trials are thus ob- 
viated, expense and time are saved for the over- 
burdened superior court, and witnesses and at- 
torneys escape much inconvenience. Preview 
fight serve as a descriptive term for the process. 
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THIRD TERM TALK WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—With the ghosts 
of Herbert Hoover and all the attendant 
multitude of Republican office-holders who lost their political lives 
in the last depression now gibbering and shrieking through the 
streets of Washington, it is unusually interesting to get some sort 
of line on what Mr. Hoover’s successor feels about a third term. 
The fact that they may or may not have to face the electorate 
again usually has an important effect on politicians’ ‘actions, and 
President sevelt is as much a politician as any other. It may 
assumed, therefore, that, in charting his course through the busi- 
ness conditions of today, he will be much influenced by his inten- 
tions for 1940. : | 

The first and most concrete bit of evidence tending to show that 
the President has no wish to run again (and will, therefore, be 
more ready to go.his own way, come what may) comes from a 
recent exchange of letters between him and his confidential Euro- 
pean ambassador-at-large, Norman Davis. 

Some time ago, Mr. Davis, who is very close to the White House, 
was asked whether he thought that the President wanted to continue 
his residence at 1600 Pennsylvania avenue for another four years, 
He replied that he did not think so, but he was later quoted by his 
questioners as having said quite positively that the President was 
entirely without a desire for a third term. Discovering how his 
words had been distorted, Mr. Davis grew rather nervous, and wrote 
off an account of the whole matter to the President. He took the 
line that he had only voiced his own opinion, and that in a tentative 
fashion, and he apologized for having given rise to the misrepresen- 
tation that followed. ; 


NOT TO RUN AGAIN The President answered Mr. Davis’s let- 
ter in pleasant and friendly terms, telling 
him that he need not be in the least upset. And he not only pooh- 
poohed Mr. Davis’ fear that he had been indiscreet in saying any- 
thing at all; he went much further. He referred to the misquota- 
tion of Mr. Davis to the effect that a third term was definitely out 
of the question and, it is understood on the best authority, stated in 
rather positive fashion that, so far as he was concerned, the mis- 
quoters of Mr. Davis had hit the nail of his own attitude squarely 
on the head. In fact, the President is said to have written that he 
had made up his mind not to run again. 
The second bit of evidence is of more recent origin. Not so 
many weeks ago, one of those eminent but non-political foreign 
visitors, with whom the President especially likes to expand, called 
at the White House. The visitor was an ardent admirer of the 
New Deal, a man of large and inquiring mind, and one whose great 
interest was in coming events. Naturally, he and the President 
settled down in their tete-a-tete to discuss the state of nations. 

As the visitor has told the story to a number of people, both men 
took a distinctly gloomy view. They rehearsed all the dark circum- 
stances of international politics, with the President’s usual emphasis 
on the future of democracy in so troubled a world. They emerged 
with the conclusion that some sort of international conflagration 
would become difficult to avoid by 1939. By 1941, they agreed that 
it would be still more inevitable. 


PERTINENT QUESTION The problem of the course of the 


United States amid such dangers 
suggested the question, who was to be at the helm to guide the 
country through? Once more, according to the visitor, the Presi- 
dent volunteered that he was determined to relinquish the task to a 
younger and a fresher eye A He said that he was beginning to feel 
a little tired, and that by 1940 he expected to be anxious to go home, 
conscious that he had done his stint. He even named the specifica- 
tions for his successor, which were that the new man should be 
young—certainly under 60—that he should be energetic, and that he 
should be as fearless as a politician very well can be. The President 
pointed out that an unusual equipment of courage and capacity for 
work would be necessary to enable any man to handle such situa- 
tions as his successor would probably have to handle. 

While both these incidents can be vouched for as authentic, it 
must, of course, always be remembered that presidents can change 
their minds as easily as other men, and that presidents can also 
occasionally shade the picture of their intentions. 

The dreary, hackneyed old saw, about no man walking out the 
White House door for the last time without some regret in his heart, 
has a certain validity. Nevertheless, the two incidents seem to indi- 
cate quite clearly that, for the present at least, Mr. Roosevelt is not 
planning to succeed himself. 

The question immediately arises what precise effect this self- 
abnegative state of mind will have on the President’s approach to 
current conditions which now confront him. There is no-space for 
a very complete answer, but it appears that it will tend to encourage 
him to be himself. That is, it appears that, if the conciliatory atti- 
tude toward business which he has lately assumed should fail to 
have the desired reviving effect, then he will return to the habits 
and expedients of the more daring days of the New Deal. If un- 
employment still increases, if production remains at a standstill, and 
all the signs of depression are still in evidence by, say, next spring, 
a reversion to a strong spending policy, and other frontal attacks by 
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government on the economic forces look to be almost inevitable.

As to the editorial bias of the 
press I make no disclaimer, but, 
with a few conspicuous and rather 
silly exceptions; the newspapers 
always pay more respect to public 
intelligence in their editorial com- 
ment than politicians reveal in the 
forensic canned goods prepared by 
abandoned hacks who bring to the 
service of the national committee 
the same mendacious genius that 
Jim condemns as of the editorial 
columns. 

There is a fight on now to eman- 
cipate the air from political con- 
trol, but the radio is too beholden 
to politicians capable of favoring 
a friend or rescinding an enemy's 
license to venture a word on its 
own behalf. Prize fighters didn’t 
criticize Farley or William Mul- 
doon, and the radio operators are 
similarly timid for similar reasons, 
So the fight for freedom of the 
radio is being fought by the news- 
papers which this administration, 
having tried and failed to control. 
now would like to discredit.

Breaking the 


Deadlock? 

NEW YORK—Lord Halifax, 
member of the British cabinet, 
has paid a visit to Herr Hitler in 
Berlin. It is rumored that the 
Fuehrer had a proposition to make. 
Hitler, it is said, was willing to 
give a promise of keeping the 
peace for ten years and for that 
time also abandon his claim to a. 
restitution of the colonies taken 
from Germany after the war on 
the condition that he is given a 
free hand in Austria. 


It is a clever move, if true, for 
although the British government 
would surely not like to see Ger- 
man influence and power increas- 
ed beyond the present status in 
central Europe, England feels even 
far less disposed to part with any 
of her colonies and mandates. She 
has to choose between two evils 
and she has learned that Ger- 
many is willing to bargain. 

Many observers are worrying 
about the Austrian people. What 
will they say about it, if, as a re- 
sult of a bargain behind their 
backs, they will find themselves 
suddenly citizens of the Third 
Reich? 

As far as the mass of the Aus- 
trian middle-classes are concern- 
ed, they would like nothing better. 
Chancellor Schuschnigg represents 
the most insignificant group of 
public opinion. The Austrians want 
union with Germany. Those who 
are going to suffer if that change 
comes about are the Catholics and 
the Jews.

Mussolini. 

And then there is Mussolini! But 
it cannot be supposed that Hitler 
is going to make any such pro- 
posal about Austria without first 
having consulted and having come 
to an agreement with his brother- 
in-arms, the Duce of Fascism. 
Mussolini must have agreed to 
withdraw his protection over Aus- 
tria—he was willing to go to war 
with Hitler over Austria three 
years ago—on the condition that he 
gets a free hand or a concession 
somewhere else, probably in the 
Mediterranean area 
Spain, the islands, the 
peninsula. We will know soon 
enough. Fuehrer and Duce are de- 
termined to get their countries out 
of the have-not class as soon as 
possible. 

But you can see the drift: Ger- 
many is pushing eastward. He is 
not menacing France directly. 
France is vitally interested in cen- 
tral Europe. She can scarcely al- 
low Germany to grow still strong- 
er. But France will let Hitler get 
his way if Britain only guarantees 
French security. 

It is a case of everybody for 
himself in Europe now. I see the 
day coming when the Soviet Union 
will be completely isolated and 
Germany given a free hand to find 
her colonies in the Ukraine and 
Caucasia. . .. Yes, with the con- 
sent of all Europe. Japan’s mobili- 
zation in Manchukuo reveals that 
that day is not far distant.

Inasmuch as: the state ob- 
tained more than $41,000,000 last 
year before the program was 
launched, it is safe to assume that 
when the taxing authorities have 
ended their work, its income still 
will be appreciably higher than 
that of Georgia. Nashville observ- 
ers predict that the tax load in 
Tennessee will soon pass the $50,- 
000,000 mark. 

It may be worth noting that in 
all of the southern states placed 
in the lower bracket as far as in- 
come is concerned there are move- 
mentg on foot to boost revenues. 

Mississippi and Florida were 
closest last year to Georgia and 
Tennesee, Mississippi’s total reve- 
nues were reported at $45,074,000, 
while Florida had a take of $45,- 
720,000. Florida since has lost 
some of its revenue through the 
outlawing of the slot machine and 
it is looking for new sources of 
revenue and also is hoping that 
its liquor revenues soon will come 
up to expectations.

Louisiana, with its special sev- 
erance taxes on the oil and natu~al 
gas industry and its millions col- 
lected by and for its ports, gross- 
ed the staggering sum of $80,200,- 
000 last year. 

North Carolina’s high mark of 
$88,900,000 already has been re- 
corded, 

With a 5-cent levy in one or 
two states and a 7-cent tax in a 
couple more, but with 6 cents the 
prevailing tariff, gasoline taxes 
produce the highest'sums for all 
of the states. 

Considering its population, its 
large area and extremely lengthy 
road mileage, Georgia appears to 
get a fair portion of the gasoline 
taxes, for which $17,526,000 was 
collected last year. The levy is 6 
cents for state purposes. 

Florida, where all of the tour- 
ists who pass through the other 
states finally arrive obtained last 
year the largest sum from its gas- 
oline fax, although North Caro- 
lina ran a close second. Florida’s 
total was $22,000,000 and North 
Carolina’s $21,000,000. 

The large revenue in Florida is 
easily explained by the fact that 
it has a 7-cent tax and that it 
has each year thousands of tour- 
ists who spend from two weeks to 
five months in the state. And 
while getting to Florida they may 
spend only one or two days in ev- 
ery other southern state.

$2,500,000. 

Alt of the states, with the ex- 
ception of Georgia, ‘Tennessee and 
Mississippi have legalized liquor 
and the revenue therefrom. 


The famous Virginia liquor store 
system, considered by many a 
model for state control, put $3,- 
500,000 into the treasury of the 
commonwealth last year in addi- 
tion to providing a sizable sum 
through the sale of wine dispens- 
ing permits, beer being taxed by 
the revenue commission. 


South Carolina, which also op- 
erates its own liquor stores, netted 
$2,800,000 last year. Alabama and 
Florida are getting $2,000.000 from 
legalized whisky and Louisiana is 
only a few dollars short of the 
same figure. 

Strange as it seems, North 
Carolina, which finds most of its 
revenues exceedingly productive, 
fails to obtain much from liquor, 
last year’s income from the source 
being only $780,000. 

Georgia soon should find itself 
leading the field in the income 
from beer, as it should lead the 
field in tobacco tax collections. 
Last year with a smaller levy than 
most of the states the state stood 
well up. 

South Carolina, which has a tax 
of $4 per barrel on beer, obtained 
the largest revenue from the bev- 
erage, $920,000, while Virginia, 
with a tax of $2.75, obtained $867,- 
000. Georgia, with the tax only 
$1.25 per barrel, received $468,000, 
and hopes to gross almost $1,000,-

Other states have vari- 
ous forms of taxation which hit 
the soft drink interests, but these 
are levied chiefly against the syr- 
ups and other ingredients used by 
the industries. 

Corporations pay taxes in vary- 
ing degrees. In all states some 
special levies are made against 
them. In states which have ad 
valorem taxes they naturally pay 
a pretty large bill on their real

In Florida corporations paid 
$965,000, in Alabama $1,300,000, 
in South Carolina $1,475,000, in 
Tennessee $2,800,000, in Missis- 
sippi $2,137,000, in Virginia $3,- 
810,000 and in Louisiana $3,710,- 
000. 

Insurance companies pay rather 
evenly distributed taxes from 
$727,000 in Mississippi to slightly 
more than $2,000,000 in North 
Carolina. Georgia is third to the 
lowest. 

Georgia last year obtained only 
$86,000 in estate or inheritance 
taxes. Only Mississippi was lower. 
The highest collected was in North 
Carolina, where the total was $3,- 
900,000, although Florida ran a 
close second, with $3,300,000. 

Business licenses, like numerous 
other taxes, vary in the different 
states, depending on the attitude 
of government toward business. In 
round numbers Georgia business- 
men last year paid the state $1,- 
000,000 for the right and privilege 
of doing business. Louisiana coi- 
lected $3,420,000. Only South Car- 
olina, with a total of $920,000, col- 
lected less than Georgia. 

As revealed in an earlier article 
in this series, Louisiana collected 
far and above the average in “oth- 
er taxes,” those numerous levies 
which corporations, individuals 
and partnerships are forced to pay.

est total being collected by Lousi- 

ana, which last year grossed $7,- 

100,000 from real property. 
Chain Store Levy. 


Only four states in the south 
have chain store taxes, Georgia be- 
ing one. The levy was just put 
into effect in this state this year 
and no accurate estimate of the 
yield has been obtained thus far. 
Louisiana’s chain store tax, re- 
cently upheld by the United States 
supreme court, exacts the stiffest 
levy from the merchants, $4,175,- 
000 last year. Florida got $3,000,- 
ee while Alabama took in $175,- 

Although horse racing flourishes 
probably even more in Louisiana 
than it does in Florida, the former 
state nets only $25,000 from the 
sport, while in Florida, where the 
betting has been legalized, the 
state’s cut is $1,650,000. Racing is 
legal in Louisiana, but betting on 
the ponies is not. Gambling, how- 
ever, is reported to be even greater 
in Louisiana than in Florida. 

Few states have branched off 
into the field of special taxes, 
Louisiana with its $6,000,000 in 
severance taxes leading this field 
by a wide margin. 

South Carolina has enacted a tax 
on electric power which is show- 
ing a yield of $1,000,000 annually, 
while Tennessee, which has nei- 
ther a net income tax nor a sales 


securities to the tune of $2,000,000 
a year. 

Hidden in the business license 
taxes, the corporation taxes and 
“other taxes” are scorts of items, 
touched and untouched in Georgia. 
Many representatives and senators 
have announced that even though 
the basic tax®structure of our state 
is changed during the special ses- 
sion they plan to increase some of 
these levies in Georgia and add 
new ones as well.

20,000 NEEDY AGED 
RECEIVE. $206,000 


November Figures in Geor- 
gia Show Decided In- 
crease Over October. 


A total of 20,000 needy aged 
persons in Georgia will receive 
$206,000 in federal, state and lo- 
cal funds under the public assist- 
ance provisions of the Social Se- 
curity Act during November, ac- 
cording to figures released by the 
Social Security Board in Birmiing- 
ham. 

This figure compares with 15,- 
500 who received $159,600 in Oc- 
tober. Dependent children receiv- 
ing aid were estimated at 5,000 as 
compared with 4,500 in October. 
Funds distributed to dependent 
children were estimated at $40,- 
600 as compared with $36,700 in 
October. | 
It is estimated 500 needy blind 
will receive $6,400 in November 
against 430 receiving $5,500 in Oc- 
tober. 

In the seventh region, consist- 
ing of Alabama, Florida, Georgia, 
Mississippi, South €arolina and 
Tennessee, 78,400 needy aged per- 
sons will receive a total of $837,- 
000 during November, according 
to estimates. This is an increase 
over October of 8,200 persons and 
$95,100. 

National estimates also show in- 
creases for November. In 50 states 
and territories that have approved 
federal-state plans for aid to the 
needy aged, 1,516,100 persons will 
receive a total of $28,634,000. 
These plans are generally known 
in the various states as “old-age 
pensions,” although this system of | 
aid is designated in the federal act 
as “assistance to the needy aged.”

RELATIONS CLOSER 


Speculation Concerning Rap- 
prochement Rife After 
Lindsay’s New Activity. 


(Cop ht, 1937, by United Press.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21— 
Intense activity by Sir Ronald 
Lindsay, Great Britain’s ambassa- 
dor to the United States, is caus- 
ing speculation here concerning an 
active British - American rap- 
prochement which may be closer 
to realization than at any time 
since the World War. 

Indications that Anglo-Ameri- 
can relations are on the threshold 
of a new intimacy were given 
early this fall when President 
Roosevelt made his famous “quar- 
antine” speech at Chicago con- 
demning “have not powers” which 
resort to aggression to achieve 
economic stability. They were 
further bolstered last week when 
the administration announced it 
contemplated negotiating a recip- 
rocal trade treaty with the Unit- 
ed Kingdom and fhat it planned 
to renew the Canadian trade pact 
which still has a year to run. 

Sir Ronald, according to those 
close to him, was overjoyed by 
Mr. Roosevelt’s Chicago speech 
and promptly sailed for London 
to discuss its import with Pre- 
mier Neville Chamberlain, whose 
office was reported to be having 
a case of jitters over the inter- 
national  situation—a__ situation 
which the London Spectator re- 
cently termed “delicate, dangerous 
and baffling.” 

This served to project Sir Ron- 
ald into new prominence and, con- 
trary to rumor, he is expected to 
remain here indefinitely. It has 
been reported that because of the 
grave international outlook he 
might be succeeded by Sir Robert 
Vansittart, permanent head of the 
London foreign office. As envoy 
here, he outranks all other dip- 
lomats of major powers in length 
of service. He has served since 
1929, He is the fifth son of the 
Earl of Crawford, premier Earl of 
Scotland, and is married to an 
American, the former Elizabeth 
Sherman, of New York. 


KILLER-HERO DIES 
UN 13TH DEATH TRY 


Hungarian Famed for Slay- 
ing That Made Infidelity 
in War ‘Treason.’ 


VIENNA, Nov. 21.— (UP) — 

Stephen Nagy, wife-shooting Hun- 
garian war hero whose trial dur- 
ing the World War established a 
ruling that a soldier’s wife’s in- 
fidelity in wartime is “high trea- 
son,” committed suicide in the 
town of Stuhlweissenburg, it was 
reported here tonight. 
The newspaper Kronenzeitung 
said that Nagy, center of one of 
Europe’s greatest war dramas, died 
at 52 after spending his last days 
as a wandering beggar, bitterly 
disillusioned by the tragedy that 
made him famous. 

He had tried to kill himself 12 
times, the paper said, and on the 
13th attempt slashed his throat 
with a pen-knife. 

Nagy was a Hungarian soldier 
on the Russian front, detailed to 
guard a prison camp. He met a 
Russian prisoner who became his 
friend, and he used his influence 
to have the captive transferred to 
Stuhlweissenburg,, his home town; 
as an agricultural laborer. 

For two years Nagy had not re- 
ceived home leave, then he was 
permitted to go home to see his 
wife. ! 

When he reached Stuhlweissen- 
burg he met a boyhood friend. The 
friend begged him not to go home, 
and finally told him what the 
whole town apparently knew— 
that the Russian prisoner was his 
wife’s lover. 

Nagy did not go home. For 
days he stayed out of sight of his 
wife and the prisoner he had be- 
friended. At nights he would 
creep to the window of the house 


-|and watch them through the win- 


dow. 

One night he saw the two em- 
brace, and broke open the door. 
He shot and killed both of them. 
Then he walked to the nearest 
military post and denounced him- 
self as a murderer.

Toscanini Wins Another Victory 
In Fight Against Nazi Ostracism 


Wilhelm Furtwaengler, Director of Prussian State Opera, 
Omitted From Official Program for 1938 
Salzsburg Festival. 


VIENNA, Nov. 21.—(4)—Maes- 
tro Arturo Toscanini, the famous 
Italian conductor, apparently had 
won another skirmish today in his 
long campaign against Naztostra- 
cism of artists for racial and fre- 
ligious reasons, 

Wilhelm Furtwaengler, director 
of the Prussian state opera, was 
omitted from the first official pro- 
gram for the 1938 Salzsburg fes- 
tival which became available to- 
day. Toscanini had quarreled with 
Furtwaengler because the German 
musician conducted at the Nazi- 
controlled Bayreuth festival. 

Last summer, as in 1935 and 
1936, Toscanini sharply protested 
against the engagement of German 


artists at Salzburg and the broad- 
cast of the festival music to Ger- 
many. After each season Tosca- 
nini seemed strengthened in his 
position as virtual dictator of the 
festival which began as a tribute 
to Mozart. 

His victory was considered dou- 
bly noteworthy. because Salzburg 
long has been the spearhead of 
Nazi agitation in Austria. From a 
near-by hill scores of Nazis daily 
peer through a telescope at Adolf 
Hitler’s Obersalzburg home. Be- 
fore the 1936 opening a number 
of Nazi stench bombs were con- 
fiscated. In 1937 dozens of Nazis 
were arrested to forestall what 
appeared to be agitation against 
the festival.

The meeting was solemn, but 
without any note of grief— 
throughout the addresses ran an 
optimistic thread of belief that 
Miss Earhart might still be alive. 

“Howland Island (Miss Ear- 
hart’s destination when she van- 
ished) was but a dot,” said Miss 
Jacqueline Cochran, ‘herself ‘a dis- 
tinguished flier, “but Amelia was 
... resourceful. There were other 
islands not far . . . she could pos- 
sibly be on one of them.” 

Fannie Hurst, the novelist, 
spoke on behalf of Mayor F. H. 
LaGuardia. The ceremony was 
sponsored by the Women’s Inter- 
national Association of Aeronau- 
tics and the Women’s Fliers’ 99

Mr. Edwards retired from active 
practice last September. He was 
born in Jackson county, Georgia, 
and married Miss Emma Eugenia 
Wynn, of a pioneer Banks county 
family. Mr. Edwards was a mem- 
ber of the Baptist church.

BRITTLE FINGERNAILS MAY 
MEAN VITAMIN DEFI- 
CIENCY, 

Almost anything can happen 
when you fail to get your vita- 
mins—sniffles, brittle fingernails, 
or hardening of the arteries. 

The important role of vitamins 
in health was discussed by Dr. 
R. V. McCollum at a recent meet- 
ing of the American Dietetics As- 
sociation. This well known au- 
thority presented a comprehen- 
sive study of the advances in nu- 
tritional research. I shall attempt 
to relay only the highlights of his 
talk. What you want to know is 
how these vitamins affect your 
well being... 

Particular interest now centers 
in the relation of a vitamin A de- 
ficiency to the impairment of vi- 
sion. Scientists have noted that 
when there is a deficiency of this 
vitamin, the visual purple of the 
retina of the eye is not regen- 
erated. It is known, furthermore, 
that a serious deficiency of vita- 
min A results in night blindness 
and in an eye disease called xero- 
phthalmia. 

Of greatest concern, however, is 
‘the existence of a much higher 
percentage of this deficiency in 
milder forms. It has been found 
that from 25 to 75 per cent of 
children in different social groups 
show evidence of a deficiency of 
this vitamin. In general, a mark- 
ed improvement in the health of 
these children resulted with an 
increase of vitamin A in the diet. 

One of the most recent discov- 
eries about vitamin A is that in- 
creased amounts of it have been 
found to reduce the period of la- 
bor during pregnancy. ~ 

We have ‘long recognized the 
connection between nervousness 
and a deficiency of vitamin A. Dr. 
McCollum asserted that vitamin 
B deficiency may be a factor in 
all cases of nervousness, digestive 
and intestinal disorders and ane- 
mias. This does not apply in all 
cases, but seems probable in most.

Well Being, 


In fact, there seems to be con- 
vincing evidence that a vitamin 
B deficiency is so common as to 


be highly important to the phy-|] 


sician. In test cases the admin- 
istration of vitamin B concentrate 
was followed by a rapid improve- 
ment in respect to fatigue, dis- 
pepsia, bowel tonicity and brittle- 
ness of the nails. Improvement 
began in two weeks and was com- 
pleted in six. 

Deficiency of vitamin B quick- 
ly produces cataract. It was found 
that yeast feeding markedly re- 
duced the incidence of cataracts 
in old men in a Confederates’ 
home. Riboflavin is the factor in 
the yeast credited with the im- 
provement. 

With regard.to children. Dr. 
McCollum ranks vitamin B defi- 
ciency as seventh or eighth of all 
causes the world over of infant 
ill health. 

Within the next two years, Dr. 
McCollum predicted, a great deal 
more will be heard about vitamin 
B deficiency. While marked ben- 
efits from yeast and yeast con- 
centrates are traced to B, the vita- 
min can now also be obtained in 
pure substance. 

The relationship of vitamin C 
deficiency to scurvy is too’ gen- 
erally known to need discussion. 
Dr. McCollum brought out that a 
hardening of the arteries may be 
partly the result of a suboptimal 
This bears 
out the story of the old country 
doctor who, when too stiff to get 
on his horse easily, used. to say, 
“Well, I'll have to go home and 
eat some lemons.” At that time 
he did not know anything about 
vitamin C, but he knew that lem- 
ons helped his condition. 

It has been found that active 


‘cases of tuberculosis require more 


than an adequate supply of vita- 
min C. Also, it is interesting to 
note that fever patients should 
have several times the amount of 
vitamin C required by a normal

Yehudi Menuhin, young virtuoso 
of the violin, will be presented 
on the All-Star Concert series 
sponsored by the Atlanta Music 
Club and the Philharmonic So- 
ciety of Atlanta in concert at 8:30 
o’clock Wednesday night at the 
Fox theater. 

Returning to Stage. 

He is returning to the concert 
stage after a two-year self-impos- 
ed exile from pyblic appearances. 
He was last heard in Atlanta, Feb- 
ruary 20, 1935. 

During the concert he will play 
his famous $70,000 Stradivarius, 
which to him is a living entity 
with a temperament and moods 
unique unto itself. It develops, 
he says, fatigue, temperature and 
almost cries for rest when played 
too constantly.

Bibb, Richmond, Chatham and 
Glynn counties must obtain an af- 
firmative court ruling before the 
State Board of Education would 
accede to a contention that they 
are entitled to state appropriations 
on a basis of school census rather 
than teacher-units, School Super- 
intendent M. D. Collins states. 

Dr. Collins said the four coun- 
ties claimed the right, under an 
old law, to exemption from the 
new system of distributing funds. 
In this, he added, they were up- 
held by the attorney general, and 
the October paymnts were made 
to the four counties on the old 
basis.

there has been the need to take 
a boat to gt across this stretch 
of water—that is, always until the 
coming of the flying machine. 

Nowadays, scores of airplanes | 
pass back and forth each day with 
loads of passengers and letters, In 
time to come, I have no doubt 
that thousands of planes will speed 
across the channel daily. 

I crossed the English channel 
by boat, sailing from Newhaven to 
Dieppe. It was a rough crossing, 
and many became seasick. When 
I crossed the Atlantic recently, I 
did not notice a single seasick pas- 
senger, but on this crossing (last- 
ing only a few hours) there were 
dozens and dozens. The sailors 
were busy handing them paper 


cartons. ‘ 

I am glad to report that I es- 
caped. I: all the journeys I have 
made across salt water, I never 
have been seasick. My only suf- 
fering of that kind took place 20. 
years ago, when I crossed Lake 
Michigan on a windy day. 

It is interesting to be in France, 
where the people say “s'il vous 
plait” (seel-voo-play) instead of

3. The acreage allotment to be 
25 per cent of the total acreage in 
cultivation on the farm during the 
previous five years. That is, if a 
farmer has been cultivating on an 
average of 100 acres for the past 
five years, he would be permitted 
to plant 25 acres in cotton. There 
would be no limitation on _ the 
number of bales. 

4. The program to be voluntary. 

5. The proceeds to finance the 
farm program to be raised by gen- 
eral taxation and not by a proc- 
essing tax on cotton.

PROTECTION SOUGHT 
FUR HUGE LINT CROP 


Serious Warehousing Condi- 
tions Reported in Heart of 
Cotton States. 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 21.— 
(UP)—The Commodity Credit 
Corporation, it was learned to- 
night, seeks to protect the world’s 
greatest cotton crop as it piles 
up in the interior, overflowing 
warehouses and spreading unpro- 
tected for acres where weather 
damage is further cutting into the 
southern farmer’s profits. 

The warehousing condition in 
Texas, the greatest producing 
state, is described as “critical.” It 
also is reported serious in the 
‘Mississippi delta, which grows the 
| world’s finest cotton. 

Alarmed cotton men appealed to 
the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion to advance in addition to the 
government loan the freight 
charges necessary for farmers to 
move cotton to the safety of yawn- 
ing port terminals—where the 
purchase price ultimately is paid. 

With cotton below the eight- 
cent level, few growers can af- 
ford to ship their staple hundreds 
of miles to the treminal. Many 
prefer to keep it in nearby. ware- 
houses where samples are quickly 
available to buyers. 

Cotton men believe 5,000,000 of 
the estimated 18,000, 000- bale crop 
will go into the government loan 
in warehouses where nearly a mil- 
lion bales from previous loans al- 
ready are stored.

SHANGHAI, Nov. 22.—(Mon- 
day)—(4)—Japanese government 
representatives today demanded 
virtually complete control of 
Shanghai while Japan’s army 
swept westward driving rain- 
soaked Chinese forces back. to- 
ward Nanking, their capital. 
‘Japan backed her strong de- 
mands to officials of the Inter- 
national Settlement and the 
French concession with a threat 
of armed force if the demands 
are not met. * 

Complete Japanese control of 
Chinese administrative bodies in- 
cluding courts, maritime customs, 
mails and telegrams was request- 
ed bluntly in a move that startled

West of Shanghai a 200-mile 
wall of troops advanced toward 
the newest Chinese defense posi- 
tions. 

The Chinese army left Shanghai 
to the Japanese after their south- 
ern flank was turned by a sur- 
prise Japanese landing at Hang- 
chow bay. During the last 12 
days of battle—during which the 
Chinese winter defense line was 


broken at Soochow—Chinese cas- 
ualties were 200,000, including 
50,000 killed, according to a Jap- 
anese communique. 

‘ To Leave Nanking. 

At Nanking, United States Am- 
bassador Nelson Johnson with a 
majority of his staff, planned to 
board the gunboat Luzon Monday 
to follow the Chinese government 
which was removed farther inland 
last weék, 

Johnson was expected to leave 
for Hankow Tuesday, stopping on 
the way at Wuhu, Kiukiang and 
other Yangtze river ports, to in- 
vestigate the plight of Americans 
there and provide them with an 
opportunity to evacuate.

JAPAN’S 1938 BUDGET 
TO BE ON WARTIME BASIS 

TOKYO, Nov. 21.—(#)—The 
newspaper Asahi said today Japan 
would formulate her 1938 budg- 
et entirely on a wartime basis 
and with the supposition that the 
war with China would continue 
indefinitely. 

Budget estimates, it said, were 
expected to be approximately 2,- 
870,000,000 yen (about $840,000,- 
000) for purely civil items with 
military expenses resulting from 
the campaign in China extra. Such 
appropriations have not been 
specified. 


FRENCH PLOTS LAID 
TO ITALY, GERMANY 


L’Humanite Is Unequivocal; 
Official Accuses a ‘For- 
eign Power.’ 


PARIS, Nov. 21.—(UP)—A for- 
eign power is involved in the plots 
against the government by the 
“Cagoulards” (the hooded ones). 
Albert Riviere, minister of pen- 
sions, charged tonight as_ police 
seized additional arms and ammu- 
nition from the organization’s hid- 
den stores. 

Sections of the press made the 
same accusation and the Come- 
munist newspaper L’Humanite 
carried headlines reading: “Orders 
came from Rome and Berlin.” 

Police continued their 
from Brittany to Marseilles. 

Riviere, speaking at a meeting 
at Muret, said: 

“War veterans will not admit 
the slightest blow at their legiti- 
mate liberties. Capable of defend- 
ing themselves against all internal 
machinations, they rise up unani- 
mously against all foreign inter- 
ference.” 

The Paris Soir said: ‘Public 
opinion is unanimous on this 
point: Those abroad who do not 
like us have already used this af- 
fair—which they no doubt pro- 
voked—as a pretext for perfid- 
ious attacks.” 

Arrest of Moreau de la Meuse, 
an industrialist suspected of hav- 
ing aided the Cagoulards in ob- 
taining arms, was the chief devel- 
opment of the past 24 hours, but 
police activity continued unabated.
